S. O. 1621. —In exercise of the powers conferred by section 7 of the Indian Tele¬ 
graph Act, 1865 (13 of 1885), the Central Government hereby makes the following 
rules further to amend the Indian Telegraph Rules, 1951 namely; — 

1. (1) These rules may be called the Indian Telegraph (Fourth Amendment) 
Rules, 1962. 

(2) They shall come Into force on the 1st June, 1962, 

2. In rule 451 of the Indian Telegraph Rules, 1951, for item C. the following Item 
shall be substituted, namely: — 

T. Reduced charges during certain hours of the day Including Sundays and 
Telegraph Holidays shall'be as follows; — 

(a) On Sundays and Telegraph Holidays. 


0000 hrs. to 2400 hrs, 

50% 

(b) On other days , 


0000 hrs. to 0800 hrs. 

50% 

0800 hrs. to 1900 hrs. 

100% 

1900 hrs. to 2400 hrs. 

50% 

The 100% tariff fa the normal full-rate tariff for a trunk call. No reduction shall, 
however, be made which reduces the charge to less than 40 nP.'\
